Lebanese army rebels. State workers

EFFORTS were being made last 
night to vertfy reports from Beirut 
that a number of Lebanese artil- 
lery positions near the Israel bore 
‘der were overrun yea by re- 
bel troops belonging to the dissident 
Moslem “Lebanese Arab Army.” 
‘The rebels want Lebanon to be- 
come an “Arab confrontation state.” 

Informed sources fn Jerusalem 
sald that Israel was trying to 68- 
tablish what was happening in 
southern Lebanon, and what signi- 
ficance it had. 

The sources recalied a remark 


᾿ by Defence Minister Shimon Peres 


that Israel waa waiting to see who 
was in control in southern Leba- 
non after ‘the evacuation of the 
area by Lebanese government 
troops last January. Peres alsowaid 
that until last week there wags no 
significence in the deployment’ of 
forces in the area. Tt ig noted that 
the Syrlan-sponsored Palestine Libe- 
ration Army (PLA) hag so far 
stayed away. 

- Reports from Befrut sald yester- 
day that Lebanese army deserters 
had occupled a number of govern- 
ment artillery posta and an anti- 
aircraft batt in the village of 
Arnoun, a few kilometres north of 
Israel'a border township of Metulla. 
The so-called “Lebanese Arab 
Army” is under the command of 
Lieut. Ahmed e)-Khatib, and has 
atronpholds in northern and eastern 
Lebanon. 

Khatib's “army” is believed to 
include about half of the 1,000 
Moslem troops who deserted the 
16,000-man Lebanese armed forces, 
The other 500 deserters have joined 
private militias or the Palestine 
Liberation Organization (PLO), 

Khatib has won a following on the 
left, and: has rallied considerable 
support in several Lebanese areas, 
including the southern port cities 
of Sidon and Tyre and villages 
bordering Israel. 

It was not clear by last night 
to what extent Khatib's dissident 
troops were in control of Lebanon's 
southern border area. Yesterday's 
reports sald that Khatib's men had 
hoisted the flag of thelr “army” on 
four artillery posts outside the vil- 
lege of Arnoun.

Tension gripped this city all day 
yesterday and it was frozen by a 
business, school and traffice strike.

The acting mayor last night told 
newsmen that “we will not cooper- 
ate" with the authorities unless 
they undertake to annul a court 
ruling permitting Jews to pray on 
the Temple Mount, ban Jewish set- 
tlement at Kadum, near here, and 
prohibit troopa from entering local 
achools.

+ Peres told Bliezer Avtavi (NRP) 
that Israel also had information 
about Egypt recently receiving va- 
rious types of planes from Western 
countries — mainly Britain and 
France. Avtavi's question referred 
to the Egyptian War Minister's 
statement about “new aircraft join- 
ing the Egyptian Air Force.” 

The Minister told Akiva Nof (Li- 
kkud) that Egypt's refusal to allow 
the United Nations forces in Sinai 
(Unef) to carry out naval patrols 
in the Gulf of Suez was a breach 
of the Interim agreement. The chief 
UN Commander, General Enslo Sii- 
lagsvuo, had taken the matter up 
with the Egyptians, Peres said. 

In reply to a supplementary ‘ques- 
tion, Peres explained that the 
Egyptians were exploiting the ter- 
minology of the agreement which 
talked of “land, air and coastal 
patrols” to claim that “coastal’’ 
Meant “along the coaat” and not 
“In coastal waters.” He said that 
the Egyptian interpretation lacked 
logic’ since “land” and “air” could 
be followed logically only by “sea.” 
He said the UN confirmed the Is- 
rael interpretation. 

Asked by Meir Pa'll (Moked) and 
Boaz Mo'ay (CRM) about the formal 
situation of the Gush Emunim set- 
tlers at Kadum, Peres said the legal 
aspects of their presence on the site 
merited examination and would in 
fact be examined in the near future. 


‘Breakthrough. in treatment 
of viral infections seen 


CABSAREA. — A new approach 
to combating and preventing poten- 
tially fatal infections in young 
children — particularly of viral 
origin — was reported yesterday 
at an international pediatric con- 
ference here by its developer, Prof. 
Nathan Trainin, of the Weizmann 
Tnustitute of Science, and two teams 
of Terael physicians and scientists. 
In early trials on 131 young 
patients, the doctors, working at 
two different medical centres, have 
shown that a hormone extract de- 
rived from the thymus glands of 
ealves may be of great value in 
treating children whose own im- 
mimological systems are unable to 
fight off serious infection. 

The extract, developed and studied 
by Prof. Trainin, for 13 years, has 
been shown essential for the normal 
development of the immune system 
in all mammals and .man. These 
new findings represent the first time 
that the Trainin-developed 
humoral factor,” of which only 
small quantities are yet available, 
has been used in patients to over- 
come nearly-fatal complications aris- 
ing from malfunctions of the im- 
mune aystem — the body's natural 
defence against all invaders. 

Dr. Yitzhak Varsano, of Beilin-

son Medical Centre in Petah Tikva 
and Tel Aviv University Medical 
School, reported on a 10-year-old- 
girl who had suffered for seven 
years from juvenile rheumatoid 
arthritis — a particularly debilitat- 
ing and painful disorder. Nine 
months ago, her condition had de- 
teriorated to the critical point, with 
the appearance of pneumonia com- 
Plicated by liver and heart damage. 

Because juvenile arthritis may be 
easociated with imprired immunolo- 
gical response, her physicians felt 
that use of the thymus extract 
might be of help. Marked changes 
occurred within 24 hours. After a 
week, most of the acute signs of 
the disease had improved, and her 
T-cell function, a measure of im- 
munological competency, was mear- 
ly normal. After nine months of 
treatment with this hormone, the 
girl shows no side effects and bas 
been able to return to school; her 
arthritic condition is now stable. 

Dr. Rina’ Zaizoy, who heads 
Beilinson's Pediatric Haematology 
and Oncology Centre, reported on 
the use of the hormone a6 
an adjunct to standard chemo- 
therapy in two leukemic children, 
which, reduced susceptibility to in- 
fection resuitmg from the de- 
pressed immune which 15 
engendered by the anti-leukemia 
drugs. A third child, given the hor- 
mone when be developed a eerlous 
lung infection which did not re- 
spond to massive antibiotic treat- 
ment, recovered rapidly. An addi- 
tlonal case was reported in a girl 
| with lymphoma —-- a cancerous con- 
dition of the lymphatic system — 
whose malignacy was in a state 
of remission. She developed a 
severe chicken pox infection, fur- 
ther complicated by double pneu- 


monila. Therapy with the thymus 
hormone contributed to ther re- 
covery from the latter two infec- 
tions. No side effects were observed 
in any of the patients treated with 
the hormone. 

At the Pediatric Research De- 
partment of Kaplan Hospital in 
Rehovot, Prof. Stanley Levin and 
co-workers are studying the nature 
of immune deficiencies in children 
with Down's syndrome or mongo- 
lism. These youngsters are known 
to be particularly susceptible to 
serious infections and leukemia. 
Prof. Levin reported on a study 
which has revealed abnormally de- 
veloped thymus glands in these 
patients, a possible explanation of 
inadequate immunological func- 
tioning. Using the Trainin-deve- 
loped thymic extract in test tube 
experiments, he was able to re- 
store immune competency to the 
white blood cells of some mongo- 
loid children. Furthermore, clinical 
studies on two mongoloids showed 
that the hormone could increase 
immunne capacity in the body as 
well. 

According to Prof. Trainin, only 
extremely amall quantities of thy- 
mic extract -—- prepared in his 
Weizmann Institute laboratories — 
are available at present. Once lar- 
ger amounts are produced, much 
wider hospital studies will be car- 
ried out in Isreel. 

The Meeting of the European 
Society for Paediatric Haematology 
and Immunology, at which these 
new findings were reported. was 
organized by Prof. Ὑ. Matoth, 
Head of the Department of Pediat- 
rics and Clinica] Laboratory at 
Beilinson, who is 2 member of the 
thymle humeral factor research 
team.

Some 20,000 civil servants will 
take “drastic action" against at- 
tempts to reduce their specific al- 
lewances, Yosef Silberman, ἃ lea- 
der of the Income Tax workers, 
told The Jerusalem Post ὃ 

Thea Barkal Committee report, 
recommending cancellation of the 
allowance, caused “very high ten- 
ion” among works committee 
leaders meeting at Ohalo for 8 
Histadrut-spongored convention, Sil- 
berman added, 

“All the committees decided to 
oppoze it and whatever will be will 
be," he declared. Some committee 
members had wanted to telephone 
ingtruectiong for sanctions from the 
Lake Kinneret resort, but moder- 
ates among them and Histadrut 
officials persuaded them to wait. 
According to Silberman, Histadrut 
leaders had pledged their support 
for the workers’ position and re- 
commended the latter wait until 
the Civil Servants Union and works 
committee leaders study the report, 
at ἃ meeting in Netanya on Sun- 
day. 

Meanwhile, a moderate element 
rose among 40,000 civil servants 
who had not received the allow- 
ance. But the militants led the 
group and threatened sanctions 
over their wage demands, 

They demanded equal pay for all 
employees in the same prade and 
claimed that specific allowances 
were just one form of inequality. 
Workers in some ministries drew 
disguised wage increases in the 


form of pay for more overtime 
work than actually done or an al- 
lowance for more kilometres than 
actually driven. 

The workers also demanded they 
be compensated for the pay other 
workers had received up to now 
through the specific allowances, But 
Shmuel Kliener, one of their leaders, 
said they were not expecting full 
compensation. “I'll demand full com- 
pensation and settle for half,” he 
sald, 

Arnon Ronen, another leader, sald 
the sanctions will start on March 
21 unless the Histadrut coordinates. 

The sanctions will be carried out 
every week from Sunday to Tues- 
day and will be stepped up gra- 
dualiy, He said he will recommend 
that the employees in the Ministry 
of Commerce and Industry (where 
he works) pasralyse the importing 
and exporting of food. “There is 
enough food in the market for a 
month, but people will hoard it the 
minute they discover there is danger 
of a shortage,” he said. 

Balfour Ben-Aharon, a moderate, 
representing the employees in the 
Ministry for Soclal Welfare, said 
that “It's still our country. If wage 
Increases would cost 11.2.50. (as the 
Barkai Committee reckoned), we'd 
better be content with whatever we 
have." i 

Avraham Hasson. an Independent 
Liberal representative in the Hista- 
drut Central Committee yesterday 
called for a small wage increase 
to all civil servants and cutting spe- 
clfic allowances of workers who 
receive more than that raise.

Strikes and violence 
in Basque districts 


MADRID. — New violence broke 
out in Spain's tense Basque region 
yesterday as an estimated 75 per 
cent of the area's work force struck 
in the strongest Jabour protest 
against a Spanish government since 
the bloody civil war of the 1930s. 

The semi-official news agency 
Cifra reported 325,000 were idle in 
the northern Basque area in a “day 
of slruggle” to protest police shooct- 
ing of workers and to demand de- 
mocracy after four decades of 
authoritarian right-wing rule under 
the late Gen. Francisco Franco. 

In Basauri, an industrial suburb 
of Bilbao in the heart of Basque 
Country, paramilitary Civil Guards 
fired into demonstrators, killing an 
"18-year-old worker. 


An estimated 20,000 persons walk- 
ed past police guns in Vitoria, the 
cupital of a Basque province, to 
mourn the fourth worker to die 
there as a resuit.of a riot between 
workers and police five days ago, 


Seven workers have now been 
killed in demonstrations in the past 
two weeks as the Government 
awaits a new law from Parliament 
to legalize street protests for the 
first time since Franco banned them 
36 years ago. 

The disorders and strikes under- 
scored the dilemma facing the new 
government of King Juan Cartos 
in trying to deal with rising labour 
demands and political protest in the 
streets. (AP, Reuter)

Dollar link urged for 
foreign investments

Investments in foreign currency 
should be “linked” to the dollar, a 
committee under Shalom Ronel re- 
commended yesterday. Their report 
will be considered by the Ministerial 
Economic Committee next Sunday. 

Foreign investors have been los- 
ing money due to repeated devalua- 
tions of the Israel pound, As Amer- 
fean placing $100,000 in Israel at 
the beginning of 1974 got 1L420,000. 
At the end of 1974 (after the No- 
vember devaluation) that 11420,000 
was worth only $60,000. 

A company wanting to repay ἃ 
foreign owner’s loan of that size 
could only classify the original 
1L420,000 as a cost. The additional 
sum of nearly 11300,000 (to bring 
the sum up to $100,000) has to be 
taken from after-tax profits. 

This has made businessmen abroad 
postpone their investments in Israel, 
in order to get the best possible 
exchange rate and take dividends 
out ahead of time, before their dol- 
lar value depreciates. Firms have 
been known to pay out interim di- 

once 4 month, the report 
observes. 

To remedy the situation, the Ro- 
nel Committee suggests the invest-- 
ment’s dollar value be refained. It 
Proposes that firms be allowed to 
allocate sums out of their profits 
— as tax-free expenses — to make 
good such a capital deficiency, or 
deficiencies in the company’s work- 
ing capital and owners’ loans. Also 


tax deductible would-be profits put 
into reserve, for the payment of 
dividends in subsequent years. 
(Companies making no profit would 
have no redress.) 

The benefits would apply to own 
capital, not to loans from Israeli 
sources. Nor would companies utiliz- 
ing the above arrangements be en- 
titled to amortize their assets in 
two years, as is now permitted un- 
der the Capital Investments Law. 

‘The new system would be confined 
to industrial companies, which must 
also be classified as approved en- 
terprises, And at least 26 per cent 
of the shares have to be foreign 
owned. 

In a minority recommendation, 
Ben-Ami Zukerman, deputy direc- 
tor of internal revenue, urges that 
the foreign ownership be not less 
than 50 per cent — to limit the 
application of these regulations to 
cases of strict necessity. 

He points out that, since the com- 
mittee was appointed, a new ver- 
sion of the Capital Investments Law 
has been drafted, The committee's 
recommendations and the amended 
law combined will make the tax 
Durden lower than it should be, he 
maintains. 

Haim Bar-Lev, Minister of Com- 
merce and Industry, welcomed the 
report yesterday. He believes that 
its recommendations will encourage 
Israeli firms to seek foreign part- 
ners, instead of turning to the Gov- 
ernment for financial aid. 


Treasury: Defence has 
to make do with budget

A claim by the Defence Ministry 
for IL.1,300m. that has allegedly been 
“diddled” out of their budget for 
1976/77 was strenuously contested 
in Treasury circles yesterday. 

The defence authorities, they say, 
want provision for a 32 per cent in-

τ year, instead of 25 per cent, as pro- 
: vided in the budget. 


The Treasury's view is that all 
ministries have to make do with 25 
per cent. The defence budget of 
1132.5 billion, including 11.13.90. in 
local currency, includes $150m. of 
foreign aid. This is converted

The rest of the ministry's expendi- 
ture contains 115,000m. for wages, 
pensions, fortifications and construc- 
tion. Wages are due to be frozen in 
the services — so even the 25 per 
cent provision should yield a surplus 
in this sector.

he settled in Moscow in 1926. 

His first poems were warmly re- 
ceived by Bialik, who encouraged 
hbn to continue to write. In Moscow 
Kariv taught Hebrew — first open-

~ ἸῺ some of his 
ee evince and studied mathe- 
matics and physics at Moscow Uni- 
versity, from which he graduated 
with an M.Se. in 1929. After pro- 
longed efforts he was .allowed to 
leave Russia and arrived here in 
1834. . 

He started working as a teacher, 
but was gradually drawn into the 
field of literary criticism, transla- 
tions from Russian and Yiddish and 
creative writing. He was literary 


editor of “Davar,” “Moznaim” and 
the “Am Oved" publishing house. 

Ushke many other Hebrew think- 
ers, Kariv held that midrash [ho- 
miletic commentary on the Scrip- 
tures} was the real source of Jew- 
ish cuiture. He wanted Israe] to be 
different from other states: that it 
shouid be mainty the state of spirit. 

Kariv was awarded the Milo Prize 
and Ramat Gan Prize for Literature 
im 1957.

‘Can produce copper cement for $700 a ton’ 
Timna workers demonstrate 


against closure of mines 


Jerusalem Post Staff 

Some 200 workers of the Timna 
copper mines yesterday demons- 
trated in Tel Aviv and Jerusalem 
against the Government's decision 
to close the mines. 

They returned to Timna after 
members of the Knesset Finance 
Committee and the Histadrut Trade 
Union Department undertook to 
examine a proposal they are to 
present ta produce copper cement 
at £700 per ton. 

The Government decided to close 
the mines after they suffered heavy 
losses, reckoning keeping the mines 
open for another three years would 
cost IL250m. 

The Government has been particu- 
larly sensitive to developments in 
Timna because some of the 650 
workers to be dismissed would not 
be able to find new jobs in Hilat 
and would have to leave the city 
with their families, Haim Bar.Lev, 
the Minister of Commerce and In- 
dustry, told an editorial meeting of 
The Jerusalem Post yesterday. 

The workers broke into Histadrut 
headquarters yesterday morning, 


smashing a window and a door 8s 
they made their way to the fourth 
and fifth floors (where the rooms 
of the senior labour federation of- 
ficials are situated). Police were 
summoned, but no arrests were 
made, 

After the demonstrators left the 
building, the chairman of the Trade 
Union Department, Uriel Abraha- 
mowicz, met their leaders. The latter 
requested the Histadrut support 
their demand to keep the mines open. 

But on the basis of a meeting 
there Sunday night with Bar-Lev, 
Labour Minister Moshe Baram and 
Minister Gideon Hausner, the trade 
union leader said he had received 
“contradictory views.” 

Abrahamowiez added, however, 
that if the workers presented a re- 
port by a competent authority, he 
would forward it to the Government 
and the mines’ management. 

He also said the Histadrut would 
try to persuade the Government to 
imcrease severance pay to the dis- 
missed workers. The latter are de- 
manding four months pay for every 
year they worked in the mines. The 


Government has offered the stand- 
ard rate of one month’s psy for 
every year’s work — or arbitration. 
Bar-Lev tokl The Jerusalem Post yes- 
terday increasing severance pay was 
justified because all enterprises 
which close down pay more than 
the standard rate. 

After the meeting with Abraha- 
mowicz, the workers proceeded to 
the Knesset in Jerusalem. 

The Knesset Guard stood by in 
full force, and large groups of polfce 
were held in readiness. The police 
came equipped with anti-riot gear 
-- helmets, plastic shields and 
batons — while the Knesset Guard 
ran out water hoses near the gates. 

However, the demonstrators drove 
in their buses to the new parking 
lot behind the green and were told 
to stage their protest from the 
parking Ist. They complied without 
much fuss. They stood there’ for 
nearly two hours, waving placards 
and chanting slogans such as “Bar- 
Lev go home” and “Timna won't 
give in.” Occasionally they burst 
into song -—- “Hey Daroma /’'Eillat.”

Tzur appeals sentence 


The District Court which con- 
victed Michael Tzur automatically 
handed down the maximum penal. 
ties, without considering the miti- 
gating circumstances, defence at- 
torney Ervin Shimron told the Su- 
preme Court yesterday, as it began 
to hear Tzur's appeal. 

Michael Tzur, former head of the 
Israel Corporation, is appealing the 
15-year prison sentence he received 
in May for defrauding the company, 
bribery and illegal currency trans- 
actions. He was convicted of 14 
charges in Tel Aviv District Court. 

The mitigating circumstances, 
Shimron pointed out, were Tzur's 
admission to police of acts complete- 
ly unknown to them, and which 
would have remained unknown had 
he not revealed them. The District 
Court, he said, erred in judgment 
and was influenced by the public 
hysteria prevailing at the time. 

In addition, said Shimron, no 


financial damage resulted from 
Tzur’s actions; the bribe of $1.4m. 
he was charged with taking was 
deposited with the Israel Corpora- 
tion as soon as it was received; and 
the Vaduz companies he was 
charged with forming were formed 
by telex messages sent from the 
israel Corporation, signed in the 
name of the company. 

Tzur, whose aim was to promote 
Israel's economy, salvaged $5.5m. 
from Tibor Rosenbaum's. Swiss bank 
when it began to collapse, and 
transferred the money to Israel. His 
manipulations, though technically 
illegal, were meant to aid the cor- 
poration. The same applied to the 
false registration of the investment 
by the German group, which though 
false technically, helped obtain a 
large investment in foreign capital 
when time was pressing.

Better housing conditions 
cited for large families

Housing conditions for large 
families have improved, so that 
in 1974 only 16 per cent of all 
children were forced to sleep three 
or more to one room. Only seven 
years before, in 1968, the figure 
was 28 per cent, the National In- 
surance Institute reported yester- 
day, basing itself on information 
supplied by the Central Bureau of 
Statistics. 

In absolute numbers, this means 
that in 1968 about 54,000 Jewish 
families with over 250,000 children 
lived in crowded conditions. By 
1974 their number had gone down 
to about 37,000 families with some 
155,000 children. 

Among families with four children 
and more, the improvement is even 
more noticeable the report says. 
While in 1968 about 54 per cent of 
these large families lived in over 
crowded homes. the percentage had 
gone down to 3% in 1974. This 
Means, however, that some 22,000 
large families still lived in crowded 
conditions in 1974. 

The number of families with only 
one person (or less) per room ros¢ 
from about 63,000 in 1965 to some 
91,000 in 1974. Over 99 per cent of

THE 
RENUNCIATION 
OF PEACE 


by SHMUEL TAMIR 


The Government of Israel has 
publicly declared its renuncia- 
tion of the central aim of Is- 
rael’s forelgn policy — Peace. 
Since the Six Day War, Israel 
governments, anda large sec- 
tion of ‘the Opposition, have 
agreed that in the absence of 
peace, Israel] should remain on 


the lines attained at the con-_ 


elusion of: the War. 

Since the Yom Kippur War, 
there have been deviations from 
this stand, yet in the Separa- 
tion of Forces Agreements and 
the subsequent Sinai Interim 
Agreement, it was declared that 
we have reached the limite of 
our withdrawal in the absence 
of peace. 

Prior to the Interim Agree- 
_ ment, the people of Israel were 
given to understand that they 
could look forward to a three 
year political pause, at least 
on the Egyptian front. The 
media trumpeted “From now 
onwards, no more step-by-step, 
no more partial withdrawals, 
no more ‘salami’." Now we 
-have negotiations for a com- 
prehensive arrangement for 
peace. 

More than this: in a memo- 
randum dated September 1, 
1975, and signed by Dr. Henry 
Kissinger on behalf of the 
United States of America and 
by Foreign Minister Yigal 
Allon on behalf of Israel, it is 
clearly stated thet “The Gov- 
ernment of the United States 
of America agrees with the 
Government of Israel that the 
next accord with Egypt must 
be a final peace agreement.” 
It continues, ‘The Government 
of the United States of Amer- 
fea shares the stand of the 
Government of Israel that 
under the existing political cir- 
cumstances, negotiations should 
be directed towards a compre- 
hensive peace agreement with 
Jordan.” . 

Prior to the Prime Minister's 
-departure on -his last trip to 
‘Washington, he announced, “T 
shall suggest to the Americans 
the reconvening of the Geneva 
Conference where we shall 
test the nature of peace.”

Together with the decision 
which was sent to the Secret- 
ary of State, it was explained 
that jurists would find out the 
meaning of the term “end of 
belligerency”.

“Assassinations, abductions, sabotage’ planned 


Cairo holds seven Libyan terrorists 


CAIRO. — Sever Libyan army 
enlisted men and a former Tuni- 
sian Foreign Minister known for 
pro-Libyan leanings have been ar- 
rested here in connection with a 
Libyan plan for “sssassinations, 
abductions and sabotage’ in 
Egypt, Interior Ministry officials 
said yesterday. : ᾿ 

They identitied the Tunisian di- 
plomat as Mohammed Masmoudi, 
who was dred by Tunisia’s Presi- 
dent Habib Bourguiba in January, 
1974 for championing a short-lived 
agreement on a union between Tu- 
nisia and Libya. Masmoudi fied 
from Tunisia iater and has since 
operated 88 a businessmsa from 
Paris. 

The officials ssid the seven Li- 
byan military men kad been sent 
to Cairo on tecrorist missions in- 
cluding an attempt to kidnap major 
Omar Meheishi, a dissident member 
of Libya’s ruling Revelution Com- 
mand Council] (RCC), who was 
granted political asylum in Egypt 


last month. 

They said three Libyans arrest- 
ed with arms in their possession at 
Rome's Leonardo da Vinci Airport 
on Saturday were part of the Libyan 
group apprehended in Caira.

Their 
ranks ranged from sergeant to 
private first class, they added. All 
came to Cairo with passports spe- 
cifying they were government em- 
ployees. 


The officials charged terrorist 
missions were assigned to them on 
order from Libyan leader Muammar 
Gaddafi personally. 

Sources said Masmoudi arrived in 
Egypt early last week for a few 
days visit.

Perched on the small but navigabie 
River Pina, on which timber was Dr. 
hauled south to Kievand north toGer- 
many, Pinek saw its first Jews in the 
16th century. In 1506, to be exact, ac- 
cording to Anshe! Lebendiger. 

Though he left Pinsk over 50 years 
ago, when he waa a youth of 17, 
Anshe!l Lebendiger hag kept Pinsk in 
his heart. Every moment free from 
his work at Moshav Tsolit, near Kfar 
Saba, has been devoted to research 
on Pinsk and its Jews. The result: a 
map, 65 by 85 centimetres, of Pinsk as 
it was from the start of Jewish settle- 
ment to its last days, In 1941, when the 
Nazis executed 35,000 of the Jews in 
the Ghetto. 

In the years just before World Wer 
One, Pinsk was a predominantly 
Jewish town. Russia was then in con- 
trol and the Yiddish spoken was of the 
“Litvak” variety. Jews were to be 
found in all walks of life: wealthy 
poor horse-carters, 
street-pavers, farmers, merchants. 
And, of course, rabbis. In Karlin, the 
twin-town of Pinsk, the hassidim 
made their inroads Into the staunch 
misnagdim community of Jewish 
Lithuania. What a scandal erupted 
when Rabbi Levi-Yitzhak of Ber- 
dichev was found to be leaning 
secretly towards the hassidim! And 
what a fierce fight was led by Levi- 
Yitzhak’s successor, Rabbi Avigdor, 
against the Karliners!

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FRANCE PLANS 
SUPERTRAIN 


PARIS. — Ov environmental 
objections, the French Council of 
State, the nation’s supreme adminis- 


P trative tribunal, has given epproval 


tor Seosaucton of an $800m. rail 
e passengers between 
Paris end Lyon at peak speed of 
265 kilometres an hour by 1981. 

Several environmental groups have 
fought a delaying action against the 
costly project for the past three 
years, Comparing it to the controver- 
sial and economically questionable 
Concorde supersonic airliser. In a 
memorandum swept aside by the 
Council of State, the environmental 
groups claimed the new rail line was 
@ waste of money and resources and 
would cause “irreparable damage” 
to the still unspoiled Burgundy 
countryside. 

Jacques Pellissier, director-general 
of the state-owned French railroad 
system, said the planned 250-mile 
line would do less environmental 
damage than any other form of 
transportation. | 

Describing himself as a nature 
lover’ and a “fierce defender of the 
environment,” Pellissier told report- 
ers everything possible would be 
done to preserve villages and ar- 
chaeological sites. At several points, 
the track is being diverted to satisfy 
the environmentalists and avoid cut- 
ting farms in two. 

Pellissier said the new line, one of 
Europe's major rail construction 
projects, was made necessary by the 
“total saturation" of the existing 
century-old line between Paris and 
Lyon. The line now carries a passen- 
ger or freight train every two min- 
utes at peak periods and runs 
through terrain where it cannot be 
widened. ; 

The French railroad administra- 
tion has developed a dullet-shaped 
supertrain known as TGV (tres 
grande vitesse — very bigh speed) 


capable of more than 320 kilo- 
metres an hour, to compete with 
air services in inter-city traffic in 
Western Europe. 

Originally designed with an oil- 
powered diesel engine, the TGV was 
modified following the 1973 oil 
crisis and is now powered by elec- 
tricity. It is due to go into regular 
service with the opening of the 
new line to Lyon, and wil! later 
be used on high-speed trains to- 
other European cities. 

It will cut the present four-hour 
travel time toe Lyon in helf and 
will reduce the travel time to Mar- 
sellle and other cities in southeast 
France by at least two hours. 

Instead οὐ following winding 
river valleys, the powerful TGV 
will cut straight across the Bur- 
gundy hills, taking grades of up 
to 35 per cent without lowering 
speed. The new line will require 
the construction of eight large 
bridges, about 200 underpasses for 
road and farm traffic and 17 spe- 
cial tunnels for deer and other 
wild animals who might otherwise 
be eut off from their feeding 
grounds. 

High fences on both sides of 
the track will prevent persons or 
animals straying on to the track. 
Not a single grade crossing is plan- 
ned. The track is to be used ex~- 
clusively for passenger trains, and 
freight traffic will continue using 
the existing line. 

Partly to reassure the environ- 
mentalists and partly to permit 
track maintenance, the railroad ad- 
ministration has promised that no 
train will run along the new line 
at night. 

The famed overnight Train Blue, 
restricted to sleeping car passengers, 
will continue to run daily between 
Paris and the Riviera, officials said, 
but it will use the leisurely old 
track.
